JAPS GIVE U. S. 
THIRD WARNING 
TO QUIT CHINA 


(By The Associated Press) 
Japan wamed the United States 
and other foreign 
powers today, 
for the 
third 
time, to evacuate 
their cithrens from China’s battle 
areas, as wars rolled on in the Orient 
and Spain and revolt spread in 
Palestine. 
Two previous Japanese warnings, 
one a month ago and the other last 
Saturday, had asked that all for­ 
eign vessels and foreigners be re­ 
moved from the path of Japan’s 
drive up the Yangtze river toward 
Hankow, China’s provisional capital. 
The United States rejected the first 
and has not answered the second. 
The new warning specified a half 
dozen cities as probable targets for 
Japanese 
bombardment, 
including 
Hankow, 
Nanchang, 
important 
Chinese air base; Changsha, on the 
Canton-Hankow railroad, and Kiu- 
kiang, 135 miles down river from 
Hankow, where Chinese have con­ 
structed a boom to block the Japa­ 
nese advance. 
In Palestine, a mobile guard of 
British troops and Jewish constables 
suffered heavy casualties in an am­ 
buscade from a roadside ditch.
